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UGUSTUS being thus happily deliver’d 
A from the Trouble given him by his Com- 
petitor, a Day was appointed for receiving the 
Homage of the Primate, and the Heads of the 
Confederacy. ‘This was done at Warfaw on the 
22d of May, 1698. After the Audience, the Primate 
had a Conference with his Majefty in his Clofet, 
who prefs’d him to take the Oath of Allegiance ; 
but he found means to decline it fcr the prefent, 
infifting on a Confirmation of the Eleétion by a 
Diet. The next Day he had another Conference 
on the fame Subject, and propofed the calling of 
a Diet of Pacification. 

Augufius had laid himfelf under an Obligation 
of retaking Kaminieck; the Elector of Brande- 
bourg was very urgent for the Payment of 300,000 
Rix-dollars, which he demanded by ‘Vertue of an 
Agreement between his Father and Cafimir ; but 
the Troubles in Lithuania required his Attention 
in a particular manner. Sapieha was. {upported 
by the Army, and Oginski by the Nobility of 
that Dutchy, who were incenfed again{ft the Ge- 
neral for ingroffing all the great Offices, and aim- 
ing at a boundlefs Authority. ‘The Senate was 
conven’d toward the Clofe of May, and heard 
the Grievances of the Army, as reprefented by 


their Deputies, who demanded the Payment of 


the Troops: named Secretary Genofinski for ne- 
gotiating a Peace with the O¢toman Port; and 
difpatched the Privy-Counfellor Rei/eneitz to the 
Court of Brandebourg, in order to maintain a 
good Underftanding between the two Princes. 

In the Beginning of Fune his Majefty had an 
Interview with the Elector of Brandebourg at 
Johansberg ; and at his Return to Warfaw, endea- 


vour’d a Reconciliation between the Bifhop of 


Cujavia, 
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Cujavia, who had crown’d him,.and the Primate, 
who refented that Aédtion as an Invafion of his 
Right ; but the latter offering to leave the Decifion 
of the Affair to the Republic, they came to no 
Agreement. The Differences between General Sa- 
pieha and Oginski were of more dangerous Confe- 
quence. The King fent them an Order to ap- 
pear at Warfaw. Sapieba arrived on the roth of 
Fune; but his Adverfary fent his Brother with 
an authentic Commiflion for acting in his Name. 
The Nobility of Lithuania difpatched a Deputation 
with their Complaints of the Conduét of the 
whole Family of Sapieha, and fome Articles, 
which they judged neceflary to be inferted in the 
Treaty on foot. ‘The Chiet of them was the Co- 
equation, that is, an Equality of the Privileges of 
the Lithuanian Nobility with that of Poland: a 
general Amnefty: the Eftablifhment of fome 
Companies of Horfe, compofed of Lithuanian 
Gentlemen, to be rais’d for this eampaign, and 
commanded by the Grand Marfhal: Satisfaction 
for the principal Injuries, and Redrefs of the 
chief Grievances. ‘Thefe and fome.other Regu- 
lations being made, the King figned the Treaty 
on the 23d of July, in Conjunction with the De- 
puties of the two Parties. 

During thefe Tranfactions, General Sapieha’s 
Son engaged and defeated Oginski, but this Acti- 
on had no Influence on the Negotiations at /ar- 
faw, which concluded with a Mandate from 4u- 
guftus, requiring all in general, and each Man in 
particular, to throw down their Arms, and go 
home, as foon as the Army of Lithuania thould 
quit that Country, in order to open the Cam- 
paigs. Purfuant to the Treaty, and conforma- 
bly to the Inftrument laft mention’d, Sapieha fent 
his Orders to the Army to march for Lespold, 

Ccz where 
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where the Saxon Troops were to wait for the 
King, who reached Rava on the tenth of 4u- 
guff, and there had an Interview with the Czar, 
for eftablifhing a ftri€ét Union between the two 
Crowns 
Auguftus return’d to Leopold on the 1gth Day 
of the Month. On the 18th a Council of War 
was held, and in which fome declared for the 
Siege of Kaminieck; while others remonftrated 
that the Seafon was too far advanced: that the 
Forces were haraffed by long Marches, the Ma- 
gazines exhaufted, and the Army in danger of 
wanting Provifions; fo that they thought it more 
advifable to fall on Moldavia, and cut off all 
Communication between the Turks and the Town 
in queftion; but the Majority feem’d inclined to 
a Peace with the Zurks. The Debates running 
high, and there being no Profpeé& of coming to 
any Conclufion, Auguftus named Plenipotentiaries 
for negotiating a Peace, and putting his Army in 
a Condition of acting as Occafion might require. 
The Crown Army, which had lain fome time 
at Monafteriz, receiv’d Orders to join the Saxon 
Troops at Podhaieca. ‘The Tartars, apprized of 
their March, attacked them before they could 
reach the King’s Forces. They had a confide- 
rable Advantage in the firft Attack ; but were fo 
intent on plundering the Enemy, that they gave 
them time to rally, and make a terrible Havock 
in their Army. The King, being affured that 
the Tartars had retreated toward Kaminieck, re- 
view’d the Crown Forces, and then held a Coun- 
cil of War, to confider of proper Means for em- 
ploying the Remainder of the Campaign to Ad- 
vantage. Some Jealoufies arifing between the 
Polifa and Saxon Troops, Auguftus directed the 
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Separation of the two Armies, order’d them in- 
to their Winter Quarters, and went for Leopold. 

_ The Treaty of Warfaw, already mention’d, 
had not reftor’d the Tranquility of Lithuania; 
the Nuncios of that Dutchy had protefted againft 
it, pretending that their Deputies had exceeded 
their Commiffion; and Hottilities were revived 
in feveral Places. About the fame time the E- 
lector of Brandebourg invefted Elbing, which he 
declared he had feiz’d only as a Security for the 
Payment of what was due to him by the Treaty 
of Velaw in 1657. After feveral Meflages which 
pafs’d between the Elector and the Inhabitants of 
that City, he threaten’d to bombard it. Gene- 
tal Braun made the neceflary Difpofitions for the 
Attack on the ninth of November, and the Town 
capitulated on the eleventh. It was fuggefted b 
fome, that the King’s Inactivity on this Occaft- 
on was the Refult of the Interview at Fobansberg 5 
while others imagined the Primate had aéted in 
Concert with the Elector of Brandebourg: but 
our Hiftorian rejects thefe Sufpicions as ground- 
lefs. 

The Troubles of Lithuania were accommoda- 
ted by a Treaty figned on the zoth of December, 
1698; and on the 26th of the following Month 
a Peace was concluded at Carlowitz between the 
King, the Republic of Poland, and the Grand 
Signor. It confifted of eleven Articles; by 
which the Sultan obliged himfelf to reftore 
Kaminieck before the tsth of March, renounc’d 
his Pretenfions to Podolia and Ukrania, and pro- 
mifed that his Subjects, and in particular the Zar- 
tars, fhould never be allow’d to commit any Act 
of Hoftility on the Kingdom or Subjects of Po- 
land. 
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On the 18th of February, 1699, the King held a 
Council, in which it was refolved, that Applica- 
tion fhould be made to his Majefty for convening 
a general Diet at Warfaw on the laft Day of the 
enfuing May: that the King fhould have the No- 
mination of Commiffaries, for reftoring to the 
Turks, or receiving from them, the Forts men- 
tion’d in the late ‘Treaty: that the Mediation of 
the Emperor, the Kings of Sweden and Denmark, 
and that the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces fhould be admitted, for concluding the 
Affair of E/bing in an amicable manner, on con- 
dition that the Ele&tor of Brandebourg fhould put 
Matters on their former Foot, and the Conference 
be held at E/bing. Though Auguftus was fatisfi- 
ed the Powers here f{pecified would not allow £/- 
bing to be befieged, he made Preparations for a 
War, which our Author fuppofes done with a 
double View, viz. of having a Pretext for ue 
menting his German Troops, and making the E- 
le€tor of Brandebourg more moderate in his De- 
mands. ‘The Elector, alarm’d at this Step, ‘took 
proper Meafures for preventing the Introduction 
of the King’s Forces into Elding, or its being ta- 
ken by Force. | 

On the 16th of Fane, a General Dict was 
open’d at Warfaw; in which the King was 
requit’d to fend his Saxons out of the Kingdom 
of Poland, and the Dutchy of Lithuania. His 
Majetty affured the Members of that Affembly, 
that a confiderable Body of thofe Troops had al- 
ready quitted the Kingdom, and that the reft 
fhould follow them, as foon as the Senate was 
unanimous on that Head. The Nuncios perem- 
ptorily refufing to proceed to any Deliberation 
till they were authentickly affured of the Depar- 
ture of all the Sawonus, except 1200, whom they 
were 
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were willing to allow the King for a Guard, 4a- 
guftus declar’d himfelf refolved to fend back his 
Troops intoGermany in 15 Daysafter theDiet broke 
up, on Condition that fufficient Provifion was 
made for the Security of his Perfon. This Pro- 
pofal appear’d fo reafonable, that an Act of Affo- 
ciation was immediately drawn up; by which all 
his Saxon Domeftics, and other Foreigners then 
in Poland belonging to the Court, were permit- 
ted to remain in that Kingdom: and his Majefty 
was allow’d fix Minifters or Counfellors of State 
for the Affairs of his hereditary Dominions. 4a- 
guftus, defirous of removing the leatt Umbrage, 
declared himfelf fatisfied with two in that Cha- 
racter. It was likewife agreed, that befide the 
two Regiments of Foot Guards, his Majefty 
might retain 1200 Horfe, under the Appellation 
of Grand Musketeers: that the fame Number of 
Saxon Troops fhould remain in Lithuania, and 
the whole be maintain’d at the Expence of the 
Republic. Auguftus had the additional Satisfacti- 
on in this Diet of feeing the Primate and the 
Grand Chamberlain fign the Aét of his Eleétion ; 
and toward the Clofe of it made feveral confide- 
rable Promotions both Ecclefiaftical and Civil. 
The King, judging his Prefence neceflary in 
Saxony, acquainted the Senate with his Refolu- 
tion of departing for that Country. After three 
a Debate on the Queftion, the Refult of their 
Conferences was prefented to the King ; in which, 
among other Particulars, they infifted on his Ma- 
jefty’s fending Circular Letters to all the Palati- 
nates, notifying the Occafion of his Journey; 
and naming Commiflaries for adjufting the Affair 
of Elbing. “Having complied w ith the Demands 
of that illuftrious Body, and eftablifhed a Coun- 
cil of Regency for governing the Kingdom in his 
Ce 4 Abfence, 
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Abfence, Auguftus left Warfaw on the 25th of 
Auguft, and arrived at Dre/den on the fifth of 
September. 

The Affair of Elbing employ’d the Republic 
the remaining Part of the Year. At laft it was 
agreed that the Eleétor fhould be paid 300,000 
Crowns, and fome of the Jewels of the Crown 
be depofited in his Hands for Security. The 
Treaty, which was fign’d on the 12th of De- 
cember, confifted of nine Articles. The firft efta- 
blifhed a perpetual and inviolable Alliance and 
Union between the two contracting Powers. The 
fecond fixed the firft of February, 1700, for the 
Evacuation of the Town in Difpute. In the 
third, the Elector engaged himfelf to carry off 
only what had been brought thither for his Ufe. 
In the fourth, the King and Republic of Poland 
promifed the Payment of the Money ftipulated, 
three Months after the holding of the next ge- 
neral Diet and the Delivery of the Jewels the 
Day before the Evacuation. The fifth allow’d 
the Elector, on Failure of the faid Payment, to 
keep the Jewels, feize E/bing, and keep it till the 
whole Debt was difcharged. ‘The other Articles 
relate to fome flight Differences, which were ad- 
jufted by this Treaty. 

The Dutchies of Holfein-Gottorp and Slee/wich 
had been poftfefs’d by the Kings of Denmark and 
the Dukes of Hol/tein in Conjunétion, ever fince 
the Reign of Chriflian Il. Chriftian Albert, 
Duke of Hol/fein, loft his Dominions for attempt- 
ing to violate the Treaties, by which this Regu- 
lation was made, and was reftored to the Enjoy- 
ment of them by the Treaty of A/tena. Frede- 
vicky his elde{t Son and Succeffor, aiming at In- 
dependence, made an Alliance with the King of 
Sweden, engaged fome foreign Troops in his Ser- 
vice, 
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vice, and fortified feveral Towns. Frederick 1V. 
King of Denmark, took proper Meafures for put- 
ting a ftop to thefe irregular Proceedings. The 
Interpofition of the Powers, which had guaran- 
teed the Treaty of d/tena, fufpended the Rup- 
ture for fome time. The King of Poland advi- 
fed the King of Denmark to affert his Right by 
Force of Arms, and made him an Offer of 8000 
Men. Application was made to the Elector of 
Brandebourg for Leave to march thofe Troops 
through his Territories; which was not granted. 

In the mean time the principal Courts of Ez- 
rope were doing all in their Power for preventing 
a War in the North; and while every one ex- 
pected to fee the Saxon Forces march another 
way, they made an Irruption into Livonia, took 
Fort Kober, and made the neceflary Preparations 
for blockading Riga. General Fleming demand- 
ed the Surrender of that Town; but Dahlberg, 
who commanded the Garrifon, prepared for a vi- 
gorous Defence. ‘The Saxon General turn’d his 
Views toward Dunamunde, a Fort which com- 
manded the Mouth of the River, and might fa- 
vour the Introduction of Succours into the Town. 
It was invefted on the 12th of March, 1700; 
and on the 23d of the fame Month, General Car- 
lowitz attack’d it at the Head of ts00 Men. 
The Sazons mounted the Breach, but were re- 
pelled with the Lofs of that General, and about 
600 Men. Fleming refolved on a fecond Afiaulc, 
and that obliged the Governor to capitulate. 

The Saxons being now better provided with 
Arms and Ammunition, and reintorced by the 
Arrival of a frefh Body of Troops, prefs’d the 
Blockade of Riga. Fleming difpatched Citations 
to the Governor, and Menaces to the Inhabitants ; 
which, however, did not produce the defives 
Effect. 
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Effe&. uguffus, who was return’d to Warfaw, 
publifhed a Manifefto, in which he ‘offer’d his 
Protection to fuch as were defirous of fhaking off 
the Swedifh Yoke: allow’d the Inhabitants of all 
the Towns, as well as the Englifh and Dutch, 
who traded in them, to remain there with Secu- 
rity; and directed his Generals to be particularly 
careful of the Prefervation of the Towns, and 
efpecially of Riga, unlefs the Obftinacy of its 
Inhabitants fhould render them ufworthy of that 
Favour. 

On the 2sth of May, Auguftus held a grand 
Council upon the Livoniaw Expedition. The 
Majority of the Affembly declared, that all Ranks 
in the Kingdom were interefted in ‘rhe matter un- 
der Confideration, and infifted on a-general Diet ; 
while fome freely oppofed engaging in a War 
with Sweden. His Polifh Majetty, however, con- 
tinued his Refolution, in which he was fupport- 
ed by a confiderable Number of Senators. The 
French Ambafiador was very active in endeavour- 
ing to infpire dugu/fus with pacific Sentiments, 
and divert the Senators from approving of the 
Rupture. But that Prince was too fond of his 
Projeét, to liften to any Remonttrances againft 
the Execution of it. Having pafs’d the Dwina 

at the Diftance of five Miles from Riga, and 

gain’d a confiderable Advantage over the Swedz/h 
Army, he marched toward that City, invefted it, 
required the Governor to furrender in fix Days, 
and threaten’d the Inhabitants with certain De- 
ftru€iion, if their Gates were not thrown open 
by the Time appointed. But thefe Attempts ma- 
king no Impreffion on either, the Siege was 
rais’d. 

Charles XMf. King of Sweden, having reftor’d 


Peace in /Zol/fein, in Favour of the Duke his Bro- 
ther- 
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ther-in-Law, and being thus deliver’d from the 
Danes, he began to think of directing his Arms 
againit the Czar and the King of Poland. Thefe 
‘two Princes had enter’d into a League, for dif- 
poffeffing the King of Sweden of Livonia, and all 
his Dominions between the Gulf of Finland, the 
Baltic, Poland and Mufcovy. The Czar fent an 
Order to the Governor of Novogrod, to declare 
War with Sweden, enter Livonia, and befiege the 
moft confiderable Places of the Province; and 
publifhed a Manifefto, fetting forth his Reafons 
for appearing in Arms. 

Auguftus made himfeif Mafter of the Fort of 
Kokenhaufen, and thus a Communication with 
Mu/fcovy was open’d. At the Clofe of this Cam- 
paign near 100,000 Mau/fcovites enter’d Ingria, 
where they made great Havock. After which a 
Detachment of 8,900 Men form’d a Camp be- 
fore Narva; and the Czar reaching the Town 
with 20,000 Horfe, and 10,000 Foot, laid Siege 
to it about the Middle of Offober ; which had 
been carried on very warmly for fome Days, when 
the King of Sweden made a Defcent into Livonia 
with 20,000 Men, ana encamp’d near /Ve/enderg, 
where he waited the Arrival of his Artillery and 
Ammunition; which he receiv’d foon after. The 
Czar pofted three large Bodies of his Troops at 
as many different Places on the Road, which he 
imagin’d the King would take, and then went 
for Ploskow to haften the March of a confiderable 
Reinforcement. Before his Return, all thofe Paf- 
fages, were forced, and Charles made his Way to 
the Ruffian Camp, which he attack’d with incre- 
dible Succefs, and ‘obliged the General to beg 
Quarter for himfelf and his Soldiers. The Mu/- 
covites loft 18,000 Men, and the Swedes only 
250090, including their Wounded. 

After 
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After this fignal Victory, the King enter’d Nar- 
va, and after two Hours Stay in that City, put 
himfelf at the Head of his Troops. ‘The Czar 
had now increafed his Army fo much, that the. 
Number of his Forces was double that of the 
King of Sweden’s; but being inform’d of the De- 
feat of his Army, he drew off his Forces. Du- 
ring thefe Tranfactions 4ugu/tus was folicited by 
the Emperor and the King of France, to make 
Peace with the King of Sweden; but he found 
Means to evade the Propofal, though he could 
fot engage the Republic to join him. In the 
mean time the Quarrel between the two Families 
of Sapicha and Oginski was revived in Lithuania; 
and the latter was worfted, after greac Havock 
on both Sides. Thefe are the moft important 
Tranfactions related in the third Book of the 
Hiftory before us. : : 

The fourth begins with the Year 1701. It 
was hoped that the general Diet, fo long and fo 
preflingly demanded, would fettle the Affairs of 
Poland, and re-eftablith the Tranquillity of Lz- 
thuania; but it was deferred till September by a 
Council of Senators, held on the 1sth of Fanu- 
ary; in which it was likewife agreed, that the 
King fhould march his German Troops toward 
Lithuania, and make his Refidence in that Dutchy 
for fome Time. Thele things being thus con- 
cluded, Auguftus had an Interview with the Czar 
at Birzen, where they concerted the Plan of the 
War, and promifed never to make a feparate 
Peace. 

Both the Court and Country took the Alarm 
at thefe Proceedings ; and a Deputation was fent 
from the Diet, conven’d in the Greater Poland, 
with the following Demands: 1. That the King 
would iffue out his Orders for affembling the ee" 

nera 
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neral Diet in May. 2. That he would conclude 
a Peace with Sweden. 3. That he would quiet 
the Troubles in Lithuania. 4. That he would 
difmifs the Saxon Troops. And, s. Proteft a- 
gainft the new Dignity of the Elector of Brande- 
bourg, who had been lately crown’d King of 
Prufia. ‘The Deputies had an Audience of his 
Majefty on the 20th of March, who affur’d them 
the Diet fhould meet much fooner than the'Time 
appointed, and that he would anfwer their De- 
mands in Writing. The Diet was accordingly 
open’d at Warfaw on the 30th of May. The 


' Plurality of the Nuncio’s came to a Refolution 


of reprefenting to the King the Neceflity of fend- 
ing away the Saxon Forces, dropping the War 
with Sweden, removing the German Minifters 
from the Council, and compofing the Differen- 
ces, which ftill ran very high in Lithuania. The 
King replied, that he had engaged in the War 
for the Good of the Republick, but was ready 
to fend his Troops away, on a fufficient Affurance 
that he had nothing farther to fear from the 
King of Sweden, and concur with the Nobility 
in fettling the Affairs of Lithuania. ‘The Majo- 
rity, not fatisfied with this Anfwer, raifed fuch 
Contefts, that no Determination could be 
made without another Diet. Not coming to 
an Agreement about the Day for calling it, they 
referred the Matter to the King, intreating him 
at the fame time to fix the Time for the Depar- 
ture of his Troops, interpofe his Authority for 
quieting the Commotions of Lithuania, diveft 
General Fleming of the Office of Grand Efquire 
of Lithuania, and confer it on a.Native of that 
Dutchy. His Majefty affur’d them he would 
convene another general Diet on the 22d of De- 
’ cember, 
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cember, and difmifs his German Forces, as foon as 
he had made Peace with Sweden. 

The King of Sweden being inform’d by a Spy 
of the Negotiation at Birzeu, refolved to fall on 
the Enemy, before they could be reinforced, In 
this View he pafs’d the Dwine, gain’d a confide- 

rable Advantage over the Saxon Army, which lay 
near that River, took Mittau the Capital of Cours 
land, reduced all the Places which the Saxons had 
Sint and plunder’d all their Stores. The News 
of this Defeat ftruck the Poli/h Court with Con- 
fternation, but gave the difcontented Part of the 


Kingdom a fenfible Sati$faction. The Primate . 


wrote to the King of Sweden in the Name of the 
Senate, afluring him of the pacific Difpofition of 
the Republic, and conjuring him not to invade 
the Frontiers of the Kingdom, or commit any 
Hoftilities there, or in the Provinces depending 
onit. The Nobility of Lithuania fent a Memo- 
rial to that Prince to the fame Purport, promifing 
a ftriét Obfervation of the Treaty of Oliva, and 
a perfect Friendfhip with the Crown otf Sweden. 
Charles was not difpofed to believe the whole Re- 
public had aéted, as was pretended ; feveral Mem- 
bers of that illuftrious Body had favour’d the 
King’s Attempt on Livonia, and great Numbers 
of Poles had appear’d in his Army. However, 
he anfwer’d the Primate’s Letter in a manner which 
{eem’d to {peak him fatisfied with the Poli/l Na- 
tion, and offer’d his Affiftance in Defence of their 
Laws and Liberties. The Poles, not willing to 
allow any Foreigners to intermeddle with their 
Affairs, did not receive this Letter as the King 
of Sweden defir’d: The Difmiffion of the Saxon 
Army united their Minds and infpired them with 
a Refolution of ftanding by their Sovereign, a- 


gainft an Enemy, whom they faw ready to enter 
the 
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the Kingdom. Even the Primate, whom our 
Author fuppofes acting in Concert with the King 
of Sweden for depofing Auguffus, wrote to the 
Palatinates, reprefenting the Neceflity of taking 
proper Meatures for the Security of their Prince’s 
Perfon. The King difpatch’d circular Letters to 
the fame Purpofe; whereupon all the Palatinates 
declar’d their Refolution of making their Sove- 

reign’s Caufe their own. | 
The Czar, difcouraged at the King of Polang’sill 
Succefs, and perceiving him mot in aCondition of 
furnifhing him with the Recruits promifed at the 
Interview of Birzes, left him to carry on the 
War as he could. The Palatinate of Cujavia had 
requir’d the Primate to let the King of Sweden 
know, that, as he had no Commiflion from the 
Republic for reprefenting their Sentiments and 
Difpofitions, it was hoped that Prince would not 
attempt to divert them from the Fidelity due to 
their Sovereign. ‘The Prelate could not avoid 
complying with the Demand; but wrote in fo 
artful a manner, that Charles, who was no Stran- 
ger to his real Intentions, declar’d himfelf refolv’d 
to maintain a good Underftanding with the Po- 
lifo Nation, on Condition they had no Hand in 
the War; but that the common Intereft. was con- 
cern’d in dethroning a Prince, who had infring’d 

their Privileges, and invaded their Liberties. 

The Diforders of Lithuania became every Day 
more confiderable. Sapieha’s Party fell in with 
the King of Sweden, while that of Ogiyskz pro- 
mifed to aflift uga/ffus with their Lives and For- 
tunes. The former, being fupported by the Swe- 
difh Dragoons, defeated the latter twice; where- 
upon Charles took up his Quarters in Lithuania, 
and the Province of Samogitia. About the fame 
time the Fort of Dunamunde was {urrender’d to 
the 
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the Swedes, and the Capitulation was fign’d on 
the 21{t of December. On the fame Day the Ge- 
neral Diet was open’d at Warfaw; but broke up 
in a tumultuous manner on the 7th of February 
1702. Soon after 4uguftus call’d a Grand Coun~ 
cil, to confider of proper Means for driving the 
Swedes out of Lithuania, in which, among other 
things, it was order’d, that the Po/polite fhould 
be in Readinefs to aét in Defence of the Repub- 
lick; that the King fhould invite the feveral row- 
ers, who were Guarantees of the Peace ot O/i- 
va, to maintain the faid Treaty; that he fhould 
not give Audience to the Rufian Ambaffador ; that 
he fhould not nominate a Minifter to refide at the 
Czar’s Court, without the Confent of the next 
Diet; and fend an Embafly to the King of Swe- 
den; which found that Prince at Diogowietz. The 
Ambaffadors intreated him to preferve Peace with 
the Polifp Nation, and allow them a Conference 
with his Minifters. Count Piper affur’d them in 
his Mafter’s Name, that Charles would exert 
himfelf ftrenuoufly in Favour of the Republic; 
that he depended on the Concurrence of all good 
Poles; and that the Conference demanded fhould 
be held at Var/aw. 

Immediately after this Reply he march’d to- 
ward that City, and fent a Manifefto before him, 
intimating his Refolution of not leaving the King- 
dom till 4ugu/fus was fent back to Saxony, and an- 
other was named to fucceed him. He likewife 
invited the Poles to join him, endeavouring to 
pertuade them that their Intereft and his were the 
{ame in the prefent Cafe. He then continued his 
March toward Warfaw at the Head of 10,000. 
The King had left that Capital four Days be- 
fore the Swedi/h Army approached, and retired 
to Cracow; to which Place the Pope’s Nuncio, 
the 
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and the Minifters of the'Emperor and the Czar, 
had follow’d him. The King of Sweden reach’d 
Prague on the 22d of May, attended by 6,000 
Horle. The next Day a Detachment pafs’d the 
Vifiula, and enter’d Warfaw incognito. Having 
taken a View of the Town, he return’d to Prague, 
where he was join’d on the 24th by the Majority 
of his Forces. On the 2¢th a Detachment pafs’d 
the River, and demanded the Surrender of /ar- 
faw. The Governor made fome Difficulties for 
form’s fake, but foon threw the Gates open, and 
admitted the Swedes. The few Polifh Troops remain= 
ing in the Caftle were obliged to quit it, and were 
elcorted to a certain Diftance from the City. 
The Primate, who had retir’d from War/faw 
before 4ugu/fus, thinking it proper to fave Ap- 
pearances at leaft, wrote to Charles about his 
entring the Kingdom. ‘That Prince fent him a 
fpeedy Anfwer, and invited him to War/aw, in 
order to confider on prcper Meatures for refloring 
the public Tranquillity. The Primate pretended 
an Unwillingnefs to comply with the Demand, 
but at laft confented. Having made Augu/lus be- 
lieve that the King of Sweden feem’d ditpofed to 
liften to an Accommodation, he obrain’d Leave 
to meet that Monarch, in Company with Count 
Leskczinski, high Treafurer to the Crown. ‘The 
Interview was open’d at Prague. The Depofition 
of Auguffus was the chief Subje& of their Con- 
ferences; and his Swedifob Majefty declared he 
would ftay in Poland, ull he had plac’¢é another 
King on the Throne. The Primate notified this 
Refoiution to all the Palatinates, pretending to be 
very much difpleas’d at it, but at the fame time 
infinuating the Impoffibility of oppofing the Will 
of the Conqueror. Auguffus hatten’d the March 
of his Saxon Troops, review’d them, and recom- 
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mended his Intereft to their moft ferious Thoughts. 
He likewife requir’d allthe Nobility to mount on 
Horfeback and join him, iffued out the fame Or- 
ders to the Crown Army, and offer’d them the 
immediate Payment of half a Year’s Arrears. /u- 
guftus, who was now at the Head of 22,000 Men, 
went in Queft of the Enemy; who attack’d him 
near Clifow, gain’d a compleat Victory, obliged 
him to leave Cracow, and took Poffeffion of that 
City onthe rith of Auguft. 

A Bruife, which the King of Sweden receiv’d 
on his Thigh, hinder’d him from purfuing his 
Conquetts, and obliged him to keep his Bed al- 
moft fix Weeks. The King of Poland took his 
Advantage of that Accident, and called a Diet at 
Sendomir. ‘The Affembly protefted againft de- 
throning their Prince, -order’d a Deputation to 
conclude a Peace with the King of Sweden, and 
declared that Monarch and all his Abettors and 
Afiittants Enemies of the Republic. But the No- 
bility of the Greater Poland being divided, Au- 
euflus fix’d the 22d of September for a Meeting of 
che Senators at //’av/aw; who approved of the 
Tranfactions of the late Diet, and order’d the Am- 
baffadors to inform the King of Sweden, that they 
{poke the Senfe of the whole Republic. Charles 
was not inclined to believe the Poli/fh Nation fo 
pacific, as was pretended, and infifted on Satif- 
faétion in that Point, before he would treat with 
the Plenipotentiaries. Having left 2,000 Men in 
Cracow, he put himfelf at the Head of his Army, 
and march’d for Warfaw. Augufius lett that Ci- 
ty on the firft News of his Motions, and conve- 
ned a grand Council at Thorn on the 29th of No- 
vember, in which it was agreed to accept of the 
Emperor’s Mediation, and notify this-Refolation 
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to the King of Sweden; who, however; would 
hear of no Accommodation. 

His Polifa Majefty having feiz’d the French 
Envoys to Poland pe: the King of Sweden, the 
Marquis de Torci wrote to the Primate in the oe 
ginning of 1703, complaining of that Act as 
Violation of the Law of Nations, and aebnibn 
to be inform’d whether the Republic had any 
Hand in the Affair. This gave the Primate a 
Handle for blaming Auguftus’s Conduct, and ex- 
prefling his Concern at being obliged to feparate 
the Body of the Republic from its Head, by dif- 
owning fo precipitate an Action. 

In the mean time that Prelate, having receiv’d 
a Letter from the Diet of the greater Poland, in- 
treating him to employ all his Intereft and "Au- 
thority for putting an end tothe prefent Troubles, 
conven’d a fort of Senatis Confilium at Warfaw, 
with a View, as he pretended, of negotiating a 
Peace between Sweden and Poland. As very few 
of the Senators fhew’d any Regard to the Invita- 
tion, he was oblig’d to defer the Affembly ; and 
publifhed a Letter from the King of Sweden, in 
which that Prince propofed to call a free Affem- 
bly of the whole Nation, which might concert 
proper Meafures for fecuring a folid and lafting 
Tranquillity. Soon after this, Matters were car- 
ried fo high between Augufius and the Cardinal, 
that the Kingdom was divided into two Parties. 
The King acknowledged no Authority in the 
Primate; and.the Primate refufed to confider the 
Refolutions taken in the feveral Councils where 
the King affifted, as fo many Acts of the Repub- 
lie. 

The King of Sweden fent the Primate a Decla- 
ration, in which he renew’d his Demand of a 
free General Diet. That Prelate tranfmitted it 
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to Augufius,; but before he could have time to 
anfwer it, Charles routed the Saxon Forces at 
Pultufck, and blockaded Thorn in the Beginning 
of May. Inthe mean time the Council held at 
Warfaw by the Directions of the Primate, pro- 
fe(s’d an inviolable Attach to the King’s Perfon, 
and a thorough Averfion to the Projeét of Depo- 
fition. Charles, not fatisfied either with thefe 
Refolutions, or thofe of the next Seffion of the 
Council, declared he fhould expe& to know the 
real Sentiments of the Republic in the enfuing 
Diet, which was open’d at Ludlin on the 19th of 
Fune. The Primate reach’d that City on the 
25th, but was refufed Audience of the King till 
he had taken the Oath required of the other Se- 
nators in the late Affemblies, with an additional 
Affurance that he had not call’d in the Swedes, or 
fupported them againft the King, and a folemn 
Promife that he would not hereafter engage in 
any Attempt againit that Prince. Augu/tus, who 
was no Stranger to the Archbifhop’s Intrigues, 
was willing to excufe him all but the Jaft Claufe, 
to which he {wore without the leaft Hefitation. 
The Diet came to a Refolution of augmenting 
the Crown Army, and that of Lithuania, and 
Jaying a Tax on the Yews, and an Impoft on all 
Liquors, for the Payment of the Forces. One 
of the Articles contain’d an exprefs Prohibition 
of any Propolal tending to dethroning Auguftus : 
Jn anotker it was declared, that if the King of 
Sweden would not make Peace on reafonable 
Terms, his Poli/> Majetty fhould be permitted to 
enter into what Alliances he thought proper with 
foreign Powers. Thefe and fome others were 
drawn up in the Form of a Conttitution, under 
the Title of a Proreftation and mutual Affurance 
of the feyeral States of the Kingdom. 

On 
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On the other hand, the King of Sweden pro- 
fefs’d his Readinefs to make a Peace, on Condi- 
tion that proper Propofals were made him, which 
he requir’d in writing. The Commiffaries of the 
Republic complied with the Demand, and deli- 
ver’d him feven Articles in hisCamp before Thorn; 
but they were rejected. During thefe Tranfacti- 
ons, the Nobiliay of the greater Poland had en- 
ter’'d into a Confederacy for preventing their 
Country’s Ruin, and maintaining their Liberty. 
Charles taking his Advantage of this Difpofition, 
invited the reft of the Kingdom to engage in the 
Confederacy, and publifhed a Manifetto, decla- 
ring he would look on all who adher’d to 4z- 
guftus, and refufed to act in Defence of Liberty, 
as Enemies, and ufe them with the utmoft Rigor. 
The Confederates named their Deputies to treat 
with the King, who told them they could not 
hope for a folid and lafting Tranquillity, while 
Auguftus {ate on the Throne. From that Time 
tHe King of Poland’s Affairs declined daily; and 
the Swedifh Army was confiderably reinforced. 
On the 14th of Oétober they made themfelves 
Matters of Zorn, and enter’d E/bing on the 12th 
of December. 

Augufias, defpairing of any Succours from the 
Czar, made a Journey to Drefden, where the 
States granted him a Subfidy of 600,000 Crowns. 
In the mean time the King of Sweden quarter’d 
his Army in the Bifhopricks of /armia and Er- 
moland, to wait the opening of the Affembly of 
the Confederates, which was to be held on the 
14th of January, 1704, purfuant to the Primate’s 
Direction; but it was deferr’d to the 30th of the 
fame Month; when both the.Primate and the 
Marfhal of the greater Poland deliver’d their Sen- 
timents with an artful Referve, and the latter pro- 
feffed an inviolable Fidelity to the King. During 
Dd 3 thear 
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their Debates, the Swedifh Commiffaries arriv’d 
with a Letter from their Matter, ‘advifing them to 
name Prince ames Sobieski King of Poland, with 
an Affurance of employing all his Forces for fup- 
porting him on the Throne. This Step occafion’d 
great Contefts among the Nuncios; but on the 
14th of February the Confederacy, compofed of 
the Primate, the Bifhop and Palatin of Pofnania, 
the Caftclan of Plosko, and the Deputies of feven 
or eight Paiatinates, declared Augu/tus deprived of 
all Right to the Crown, for having violated the 
Laws and Privileges of the Nation, which, ac- 
cording to the Paéta Conventa, was difcharged 
from the Obedience it had promifed him. This 
Refolution was confirm’d on the 18th by a folemn 
Oaths the Primate publifhed the Interregnum, 
and named the zoth of Fame for nolding a Gene- 
ral Diet to elect a new King.

The Gradual Revelation of the Gofpel, &c. 





The Sequel of Article XXIV. 


S the expected Redeemer was from the Be- 

ginning reprefented under a twofold Cha- 

racter, v73. ina State of Suffering, and in a State 
of Glory, Dr. Berriman akes in his thir- 
f Glory, Dr. Berrimaz undertakes in his thir 


teenth Difcourfe, the firft of the fecond Volume, 
to fhew from ake xxiv. 25,26. that the former 
here mention’d was to be previous to the latter. 
He does not propofe to explain at large every 
Provhe- 
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Prophecy of the Old Teftament to this Purpofe ; 
but confines himfelf chiefly to the Confideration 
of the ¢2d and 53d Chapters of Z/aiah,in which 
fome eminent Perfon is defcribed, as the Servant 
of the Lord, who fhould be expofed to much un- 
deferved Shame and Sufferings, and even be put 
to death for the Benefit of others; but at laft 
fhould be highly honour’d and exalted, and fee 
the ¥uftification of thofe, whole /niguities he had 
born, and their Admiflion to divide the Spoil of his 
Enemies, and enjoy a State of Happinefs and 
Glory with them. 

And here it is obferved, that the Unity of Cha- 
ra€ter, which runs through the whole, confines 
this remarkable Prediétion to one Subject; and 
that this could not reprefent the ews in their 
prefent State, becaufe neither their Sufferings 
nor Behaviour come up to thofe here defcribed. 
The like Exceptions are made again{t applying 
the Prophecy to King ofiah, whofe Expedition 
at Megiddo, in which he fell, was undertaken a- 
gainft the exprefs Prohibition of God, and con- 
fequently his Death was neither voluntarily cho- 
fen, nor could have the Virtue of Expiation. Nor 
is the Prophet ‘feremy allow’d to be here defign’d, 
becaufe his Sufferings were not born with the 
greateft Patience, nor does it appear they were 
ended by a violent Death. Thefe and fome other 
Explications being rejected as evafive and infufh- 
cient, it is afferted, that only the Chriftian Inter- 
pretation is confiftent and fatisfactory. It is fta- 
ted under three Particulars, viz. That the Perfon 
here mention’d, fhould voluntarily yield or expofe 
himfelf to Sufferings: that thefe Sufferings were 
to have an expiatory Virtue, or make Atonement 
tor Sin; and that they fhould precede his State o! 
Exaltation and Triumph. In the Sequel of this 
Dd 4 Sermon 
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Sermon it is fhewn, that neither of thefe is appli- 
cable to any of the Perfons whom the ‘ews wou'd 
underftand, but that all of them agree perfeétly 
with the Character and Sufferings of Chri/. 

Having thus examined the moft material Pro- 
phecies from the Erection of the Yewifh Monar- 
chy to its Downfal in the Badylonih Captivity, a 
Tranfition is made to thole deliver’d after the 
Period laft mention’d, which are confider’d in 
the three following Sermons. 

In the fourteenth, it is fhewn from Daz. ix. 
24---27. in Conjunction with Haggai il. 3, 4, 5, 
6, €c. that the promis’d Mefiab was to come 
before the Deftruétion of the fecond Temple. 
The Predigtion of the latter of thofe two Pro- 
phets was occafion’d by the Remifnefs of the 
People in building the Temple, or their defpair 
of finifhing it in a manner anfwerable to the Glo- 
ry of the firft. He therefore animates them to 
proceed in the Work by an Affurance, that the 
Defive of all Nations foall come, when God would 
make this latter Houfe greater than that of the for- 
mer. Some Fewi/h Interpreters explain this of a 
third Temple, to be erected in the Time of the 
Mefiah;, but it is cbferved, that this is not only 
inconfiltent with the plain Defign of the Prophe- 
cy, but alfo with the exprefs Authority of their 
own ancient Doéctors, and the common Opinion 
of the modern Rabdins. Nor can it refer to the 
future State of the Gofpel under the Metaphor 
of a Temple, but /ferally, at leaft, to the mate- 
rial Fabric then ere€ting, as appears from the ma- 
nifeit Occafion and Terms of the Prophecy it 
felf. 

Two Objections are urged againft this Expli- 
cation. Firft, it is faid that the Word in the O- 
riginal, here render’d /ater, always denotes ne 
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laft of three things. To which it is replied, that 
the Prophet has plainly determin’d the Matter, 
by faying THIs later Houfe. Secondly, the Glo- 

» here foretold, did not appear while Zerubba- 
bel’s Temple was ftanding, but after it was re- 
built by Herod. It is anfwer’d, that fome learn- 
ed Men have rejected this Account of Herod's 
Structure, as a mere Fiction of Fo/ephus, or at 
leaft concluded that he only beautified and re- 
pair’d the Temple. Our Author however has 


{pecially fince the Go/pel, Mark eX. 1,2 te ms 
to intimate thatthe Temple in our Saviour’s Days 
was much more glorious than that built by Ze- 
rubbabel; nor can the 46 Years, during which 
the Temple is faid to have been building, ohn 
il. 20. be fo eafily explain’d of the Structure rai- 
fed under the Perfian Empire, as of this, which 
was begun in the Reign of Herod the Great. It 
is obferved, that the Confequences refulting from 
the Suppofition of Herod’s rebuilding the Tem- 
ple, are not fo formidable as is ufually imagin’d; 
becaufe the Fewi/h Sanctuary was reckon'd to 
continue the fame, either by the Identity of the 
Building, or the Continuation of the Worfhip; 
according to the Obfervation of Fo/eph Scaliger, 
and the receiv’d Way of fpeaking among the 
Fews; fo that the fecond Temple \atted from one 
Captivity to the other. To which it is added, 
that in the Stile of the Prophet, the Temple feems 
to be reckon’d ove through the whole of its Du- 
ration, before and after the Captivity 5 the Words 
former and /ater referring to the Glory, not to the 
Floufe; and that this Glory could not confift in 
the ‘Magnificence of the Building, or in its Du- 
ration, 
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As the Phrafe of filling this Houfe with Glery, 
has a particular Reference to thofe, by which the 
Glory of the Lord is {aid to have filled the Taber- 
nacle, or the Temple, when the divine Shekinah 
appear’d in a moft eminent manner, and God de- 
fcended in a Cloud; thefe diftinguifhing Privile- 
ges not being annex’d to the fecond Temple, this 
greater Glory, fays our Author, muft be propor- 
tionably underftood to confift in fome other more 
fenfible and confpicuous Appearance of the Di- 
vine Majefty. This mutt be the Mefiah, here 
defign’d under the Charaéter of the Defire of all 
Nations, which fuits very well with thofe other 
Defcriptions of him, given from the Beginning, 
as coming for the Benefit of all Mankind. That 
Expreffion is explain’d by the Analogy of other 
Texts in the Old Teftament, where it is ufed for 
the Affection of the People towards an intended 
King, or one whom they had loft; and Words 
of the like Import are applied to the Me/fah by 
Malachi. The Peace expected from him, agree- 
ably to all the Prophets, is the Ground of this 
Defire. 

In the fifteenth Difcourfe the Doétor treats of 
Chrif?’s coming in the fourth Monarchy, and with- 
in feventy Weeks; a Point frequently difcuffed, 
and more at large than the Limits of a Sermon 
will allow. In his fixteenth it is made appear that 
the Promife of E/zas was fulfilled in the Perfon 
of St. Fobn Baptift. And here three Heads of 
Enquiry are propos’d. 1. What Grounds there 
were for the Expeétation of Elijah (Elias) to 
come. 2. What was his Office, or Bufinefs. 
3. How all this was accomplifh’d by ‘fobs the 
Baptift. Three Pafflages are produc’d from the 
Old Teftament, intimating a Harbinger of the 

Mefiah. The firft is that of //aiah xl. 3, 4, fF. 
which 
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which the Baptif applies to himfelf: The voice of 
him that crieth in the wilderne/s, &c. 'The fecond 
that of Malachi iii. 1. Behold I will fend my Mef- 
fenger, &c. The third is from the fame Prophet, 
Chap. iv. 5,6. Behold I will fend you Elijah the 
prophet, &c. From the laft Predi€étion the an- 
cient Fews concluded that Eas would return in 
Perfon, to anoint the Mefiah to his Office, and 
manifeft him to the People; though fome ac- 
knowledge this not neceflary, but that no more 
is intended, than that the Precurfor fhould come 
in the Spirit and Virtue of Elias. 

The Office of this Forerunner was to point out 
the Meffiah, and infpire the People with proper 
Difpofitions for receiving him; as appears from 
the Prophecy of Malachi, compared with and 
illuftrated by Matth. xvii. 11. and Luke 1. 16, 17. 
The third Queftion is, how all this was fulfilled 
in St. Fobn the Baptifi, who could not be Elijah 
the Ti/hbite, but bore his Name in confideration 
of fome Refemblance in the Refervednefs of his 
Life, but efpecially in the Purport of his Do- 
ctrine, and Endeavours of Reformation, by which 
he prepar’d the Way of Chrif. It is own’d, in- 
deed, that the Biewb Prophets had in fome fort 
perform’d that Office; but then it is obferved, 
that there are fome {pecial Circumftances, ir which 
he had much the Advantage of them in this Re- 
fpect, as Chrif’s Forerunner, and appears more 
eminently fo than they. 

Ic is objeéted, that the Baptif himfelf, Fobn 
i. 21. exprefsly difclaim’d this Character. ‘To 
which our Author replies, that the Anfwer made 
to the Fews on that Occafion was only in Oppo- 
fition to an Opinion among them, that the 77/)- 
bite of that Name fhould reappear in Perfon. Se- 
condly, it is faid, St. Yon did not fulft! the Pre- 
dictions 
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dictions concerning that Prophet, particularly that 
of Malachi iv. 6. But, as Dr. Berriman obferves, 
the Purport of the Bapi/?’s Doétrine was plainly 
what the ancient Scriptures had foretold of the 
Meffiah’s Harbinger; that the Succefs of it was 
in {ome meafure anfwerable; and that there were 
no Grounds to expect it univerfal. 

The eight sige. Sermonsare on Yoba i. 17. 
For the Law was given by Mofes, but Grace and 
Truth by Jelus Chrift, From which Words the 
Antithefis between the Law of Mo/es, and the 
Grace or Gofpel of Chrz/f, is explain’d in the fe- 
venteenth Diicourfe. i his is obferv’d to confitt 
in three Particulars. 1. In the Titles or Chara- 
éers of both; the one Biss term’d the Law, the 
other Grace and Truth. 2. In the Method or 
Manner of their Difpenfation; the former is gi- 
veity the latter is faid to come or be effecied. 3. In 
the different Authors or Promoters of them, viz. 
Mofes and Fe/us Chrift. In regard to the firft of 
thee, the Law is diftinguifhed into the Moral, 
the Ceremonial, and the Fudicial; to which it is 
added, that the Benefits of Cdri/i’s Redemption 
were more efpecially pointed out by the Ceremo- 
nial, which is therefore more particularly meant 
in the Text before us. The Grace of the Gofpel 
is taken to imply either our Juftification and For- 

ivenefs of Sins; and thus is oppofed to the Me- 
vit of Works, and the Efficacy of legal Expiations, 
which only figur’d out the Way to that Pardon, 
which they could not procure: or the Gifts of 
the /oly Ghoft, whether inwardly fanctifying the 
Wills and Affeétions of Men, or enduing them 
with extraordinary Powers and Abilities, promi- 
fed as the Confequence of Faith in Chrif. For 
which Reafon all Communications of Grace, ail 
Hopes and Promifes of Pardon under the Law, 
were 
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were given only in Virtue of the Gofpel, fecret- 
ly involved in the typical Meaning of the Law. 
Thus likewife the Zruth of the former is oppofed 
to the Shadows of the latter, either as containing 
more lively Defcriptions of a future State, or thew- 
ing the true Atonement effected by Chri. 

As to the fecond Particular, it 1s obferved that 
the Law only pointed out thofe Benefits, which 
were really effected by Fe/us Chriff. In relation 
to the third, that the Zewi/h Legiflator iffued out 
no Laws in his own Name, nor prefcribed aRe- 
ligion terminating in himfelf, but acted minitfte- 
rially, under the Command and Direétion of an- 
other; whereas the Divine Author of the Chri- 
ftian Religion proceeded authoritatively, and of- 
fer’d a Sacrifice of perpetual Ufe and Benefit. 

The five fucceeding Difcourfes are employ’d 
in fhewing that the Mo/aic Law was not defign’d 
to have an univerfal and perpetual Obligation, but 
ferv’d as a preparatory Difcipline for leading Men 
to the Go/pe/, and was to terminate in the Days 
of the Mefiab. In order to this the fewi/h Ar- 
guments for the Perpetuity of the Law are exa- 
min’d and refuted at large; on which Occafion 
the different Acceptations of the Hebrew Terms, 
cy, Cay and C19, ufually render’d 
for ever and everlafting, are examin’d. It is made 
appear, that they will admit of very different In- 
terpretations, according to the Nature of the 
things to which they are applied ; and are accor- 
dingly ufed to exprefs as well a limited Duration, 
as that which is interminable, and in the flriéteft 
Senfe eternal. 

After this, fix Argumentsare produc’d to prove 
that the rt was defign’d to be, and aéctually is 
abolifbed.. 1. From the Nature ‘of its Weckprs: 
not founded inthe Reafon and Relation of things. 


2, From 
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2. From the fpiritual Explication given of fome 
of them, even in the Old Teftament. 3. From 
their being peculiarly calculated for the People 
and Tract of Canaan; whereas the Mefiah’s 
Kingdom was to extend over the whole World. 
4. From the exprefs Predictions remaining, that 
fome of the principal Mo/aic Rites fhould be al- 
ter’d or abolifhed. . From the Mention of an- 
other Law, to be given by the Mefiah, different 
from the old one. 6. From the plain Tendency 
of thofe ancient Rites to prefigure and introduce 
the Go/pe/ Benefits. 

Thefe being explained and enforced with much 
Learning and Clearnefs of Reafoning, and Ob- 
jections anfwer’d, our Author proceeds in the laft 
place to fhew how the Mofaic Law an{wer'd 
the Defign of preparing Men for the Reception 
of the Gofpel by its Types and Prefigurations, 
which forefhew’d the Office and Character of the 
Meffiah, and made fuch Applications of his Bene- 
fits, as were fuited to that Age of the World, 
and proportioned to the Faith and Sincerity of its 
Obfervers. This is performed in the two remain- 
ing Sermons; and the Aptitude of this Method 
of Interpretation is confider’d under three obvi- 
ous Inftances. Firft, the Place of Worfhip, at 
firft the Zabernacle, and afterwards the Temple, 
called the Hou/e or Habitation of God, is confi- 
der’d as he Chrifi’s Incarnation, who is {aid 
gincou, to make bis Tabernacle with us, John. 
14. as alfo the whole Body of the Fasthful, who 
are called a /piritual Houfe, &c. 1 Pet. ii. 5. or 
each particular faithful Member of it, efteemed 
the Lemple of the Holy Ghoft, t Cor. vi. 19. This 
Obfervation is follow’d by a diftingt Examination 
of the Parts and Furniture of the Temple, with 
their refpective myftical Applications. 
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The Method of worfhipping by Sacrifice is the 
fecond Inftance here confider’d. The Sacrifices 
of the old Law were either Euchariffical, Euti- 
cal, or Expiatery, though all of them had fome- 
thing of the expiatory Quality. But the Atone- 
ment made by them was not proper, as appears 
from Hebr. x..4. and did not extend to all Cafes, 
as is here fhewn. The third is the Adminiftrator 
of the Legal Worfhip, which was in fome Cafes 
the High- Prieff alone, and in the reft any of a- 
yon’s Sons; who forefhew’d Chrif in the Purity 
of their Defcent, in an unblemifh’d Perfection of 
Body, and a religious Frame of Mind, which but 
faintly reprefent the unexampled Purity and Per- 
fection of our great Afigh-Prieff ; and in the Rites 
of Confecration, fuch as Wajfbing with Water, 
putting on the facred Vefiments, Unétion, and Sa- 
crifices. ‘The-whole is clofed with a Confidera- 
tion of the Ceremonies ufed on the Day of annual 
Atonement by the High-Prieff, which are ex- 
plain’d refpectively as Types of Chriflianity, and 
four Inferences.are drawn from the Subject thus 
handled. Firft, that Chrifianity is greatly flan- 
der’d.by thofe, who would fuggeft it to-be a no- 
vel Invention; and that the Scheme was always 
in the Counfels and View of Providence, com- 
municated in fome .meafure from the Time of 
Man’s Apoftacy, but gradually open’das the Time 
of Accomplifhment drew nearer, till it was at 
Jatt fulfilled in the Event, &c. Secondly, that 
it is our Duty to.give a ferious and diligent At- 
tention to the Scriptures of the Old Teftamentr, 
as an important Inforcement and Confirmation of 
the Chrifiian Religion. Thirdly, that from all 
this we derive Confirmation and Stedfaftne{fs in 
our Religion; as we have the Satisfaction of fee- 
ing the Chriftian Scheme was always in the Eye 
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of Providence, that the Subftance of it was re- 
vealed and taught from the Beginning, and all the 
fucceflive Revelations from God were pointed and 
direé&ted towards it. Fourthly, that while we 
profefs our Perfuafion of the facred Doétrines of 
the Scripture, we fhould be careful to obey its 
Precepts, and adorn the Religion we pretend to 
believe, by a fuitable Behaviour. 

_ Thefe Lectures are follow’d by what appears 
here in the Form of an Appendix. It is a Sermon 
preached at Oxford before the Univerfity, March 
14. 1713-14, concerning the Duty of fhunning the 
Converfation of Infidels and Heretics, on 2 ‘fobn 
10, 11. From which Text three things are ob- 
ferved. 1. The Perfons here defcribed ; they, 
who come and bring not this Doétrine, i. e. the Do- 
étrine of Chrift. 2. The Apoftle’s Advice to or- 
thodox Chriftians, in regard to fuch Perfons: Re- 
ceive them not into your houfe, nor bid them God 
fpeed. 3. The Reafon on which his Advice is 
founded, and with which it is here particularly 
enforced: For he, who biddeth them God /peed, is 
partaker of their evil deeds. It is obferved that 
the Perfons, againft whom the Caution is given, 
were neither fuch as lived in a manner contradi- 
ory to, or inconfiftent with the Doctrine or 
Principles of Chriffianity, nor Men unconverted 
to the true Faith. Not the former, becaufe no- 
thing is here faid of the Practices of common 
Life; nor the latter, becaufe a Prohibition of hold- 
ing any Converfation with Unbelievers muft have 
hinder’d all farther Increafe and Propagation of 
the true Faith. So that by not bringing the Do- 
Erine of Chriff, we are to underftand the making 
Head againft it, and advancing fome other incon- 
fiftent with or deftrutive of it; which might in- 


clude both Heathens and Heretics, efpecially fuch 
as 
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as denied the Divinity or Incarnation of Chri/}s 
whom it is conceived the Apoftle had chiefly in 
View, as appears from the firft Words of his 
Gofpel, and the 3d, 7th, and rth Verfes of the 
4th Chapter of his firft Epiftle. The very Terms 
in which thefe Perfons are mention’d, induce our 
Author to fuppofe the Teachers or Ringleaders of 
the Sect particularly defign’d. 

The Reception of one into our Houfe is con- 
fider’d either as an A&t of Charity, or a Mark of 
Refpeét. It cannot be forbid in the former Cafe, 
becaufe the Gofpel enjoins us to feed our very E- 
nemies, when under Neceflity: So that all here 
meant is, that we are not to give undue Counte- 
nance to itinerant Preachers of falfe Dodétrine ; 
to whom St. Fohn will not allow even the ufual 
Forms of Salutation. This Precept of the Apo- 
{tle was recommended by his own Practice in res 
gard to Cerinthus, as appears from Jreneus adv. 
Her. |. iii. c. 3. which was copied by St. Polycarp, 
who call’d Marcion the Firft-born of Satan. St. 
Ignatius likewife, in his Epiftle to the Church of 
Smyrna, calls the Heretics of his Time wild Bea/ts 
in human Shape, whom the Orthodox not only 
ought not to receive, but, if pofible, were obliged 
even to avoid meeting. 

Three Reafons are affign’d for this Prohibition. 
Firft, becaufe he who receives, converfes with, | 
or falutes the Perfons in Queftion, encourages 
them to proceed in their wicked Defigns. Se- 
condly, he gives occafion of Scandal or Offence 
to others; and thirdly, expofes himfelf to Tempta- 
tion and Danger of Corruption. 

All this being premifed, the Doétor undertakes 
to enquire how far we are obliged to obey the A- 
poftle’s Precept at prefent, when.there are /uf- 
dels and Heretics, as well as 1 his Days. A pro- 
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per Difcouragement of Men of that Character is 
always neceflary, though the particular Method 
here prefcribed may not equally oblige all People, 
and at all Times. It is fuppofed that the Precept 
isin the Subftance of it always obligatory, but 
may admit of fome Limitations, from the Con- 
fideration of Charity, from the Genius of the 
Age in which we live, from the Temper of the 
Perfon profeffing Herefy, and from the Station 
and Character of the Perfons, from whom Ex- 
preflions of Diflike might be expeé&ted. So that 
on the whole we are left to a prudential Behavi- 
our, which will dire& us to avoid the Perfons in 
Queftion, as much as may be, difcountenance their 
Sentiments, endeavour to do them Good, and 
pray for their Converfion.

R. Schultens, who teaches the Oriental 
Languages in the Univerfity of Leyden, 
has thought proper to give us a new Edition of 
this Grammar, retrenching fome things in it, 
which he judged not neceflary at this time. The 
whole is divided into five Books. The firft treats 
of the Letters, Accents, and Diftinftions, with an 
Appendix concerning the Nature and Change of 
fome of the Letters. ‘The fecond of Verbs of 
feveral Forms, in ten Chapters. The third, which 
confifts of the fame Number of Chapters, gives 
a diftinét Account of the Quality, Species, Form, 
Gender, Motion, Number, Cafe and Comparifon 
of Nouns; under which Clafs the Pronoun is in- 
cluded. The fourth is divided into two Chap- 
ters. The former treats of fuch Particles as are 
conftantly prefix’d to other Words: The latter 
of thofe which form diftinét and feparate Words: 
thefe are all immutable, and eafily learnt by Pra- 
&ice. The Syntax, or Conftruétion of Nouns, 
Verbs and Particles, employs the three Chapters, 
which compofe the fifth and laft Book. 

The two additional Pieces take up more than 
half this Volume. The former is printed from an 
ancient Manufcript, found in the public Library 
at Leyden, and appears here with a Latin Verfion, 
and fhort Notes, defign’d for placing the aie” 
e2 is 
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fis and interior Force of the Language in a pro- 
per Light. It is entitled E/nawabig, or Ennawa- 
big, which fignifies Scaturientes, a Term partly 
alluding to the Poets exuberant Vein, and partly 
to the eafy Stile, and noble Character of the 
Verfes. 

After fourteen Lines employ’d in invoking the 
Affittance of the Deity, we have twenty prover- 
bial Obfervations, not unlike thofe in the Sapien- 
tial Books of the Old Teftament. The following 
may give our Readers an Idea of the Spirit and 
Genius of the 4rabic Poetry, and Turn of 
Thought. 

There are Perfons who fet out vigoroufly, but foon 
flag and go back: Like a Star which promifes Rain, 
and immediately leaves the Sky clear. 

This Mr. Schultens interprets of fuch as make 
large Promifes, and even defign to execute them, 
but fall fhort for want of Conftancy and Refo- 
lution. 

He, who fows Difcord, reaps Calamities. 

Every one living is cut down by Death: Happy 
the Man, who is mow'd down green. 

The Man, whofe Tongue [peaks Truth, falls but 
feldom. 

Why are you difpleafed at the Words of one, who 
advifes with Sincerity? Since fuch a Perfon mends 
your torn Cloaths. 

Here it is obferv’d, that mending what is tors 
‘fignifies in a figurative Senfe, curing Men of their 
Vices, or interior Diforders. 

4 Work done by one of a corrupt Faith, is like a 
mid-day Vapour in the Fields, and Afbes. The for- 
mer of thefe is explain’d by a Paflage in the Ko- 
van; where it is faid, the Works of Infidels are 
like a mid-day Vapour in a wide Plain; the thirfty 
Traveller imagines it Water, till going towards it, 
he 
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he finds nothing. In the fame Book the Works of 
faithlefs Perfons are compared to Afbes, 1. €. to 
what yields no Nourifhment. The Word is us’d 
in the fame Senfe, //aiah xliv. 20. 

The Dam of the roaring Beatt is not very prolific; 
but the Dam of the barking Bealt produces many 
W belps. 

By the roaring Beaft is here meant the Lion; 
by the barking Beaft, the Dog. So that, accord- 
ing to our Annotator, the Senfe of this Proverb 
is, that Perfons of great and elevated Accomplifh- 
ments are but few; whereas thole of a contrary 
Charaéter are very numerous. 

The Cure of a proud Man is perform'd by driving 
out bis buzzing Fly, and taking Satan out of his 
No/e. 

Here it is remark’d, that the arrogant and note 
fy Boaftings of the haughty Man are beautifully 
reprefented by the troublefome and infignificant 
buzzing of a large Fly; and that this being thus 
explain’d, the other Claute of the Proverb is clear. 

It is obferv’d that the Word here ufed for No/e 
fignifies properly the Extremity of an A/s’s, a 
Hog’s, or a Horfe’s Nofe; and being found in Con- 
junétion with another of like Sound, denotes a 
Mind puffed up with Folly and Vanity. 

The other Treatife isa Key to the Arabic Di- 
alect, fhewing the Change of Letters, in which 
it differs from the Hebrew in fome Words; de- 
fign’d for pointing out the admirable Harmony, 
which fubfifts between the two Sifter-Languages. 
The Author tells us in his Preface, that this 
Work, as it now appears, fwell’d in ‘his Hands, 
and became much larger than he at firft intended. 
However, he does not repent of employing fo 
much Time and Pains in the Performance, be- 
caufe it will perfeétly difcover the Comparifon be- 
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tween the Hebrew and the Arabic, and leffen, if 
not entirely remove, the Prejudices of fome learn- 
ed Men, who do not admit of fo clofe a Con- 
nection and Affinity between the two Languages. 

Mr. Schultens, entering on this Task, obferves, 
that ‘© in order to form the Comparifon in Que- 
“¢ ftion, two Keys are requifite; without which 
“¢ we fhall neither perceive the perfect Harmony 
“C between the two Branches of the fame ancient 
$¢ and Antediluvian Stock, nor ever be completely 
“© Matters of thofe Languages. The firft con- 
<¢ fifts in an Acquaintance with the Changes, that 
*¢ both the Confonants and Vowelsundergo: The 
“¢ fecond in a critical Method of digefting the 
“¢ widely different Notions, which appear in Le- 
“¢ wicons under one Radix, and tracing them to 
“¢ their native Propriety and earlieft Origin.” The 
former of thefe only is offer’d inthe prefent Work. 
In order to proceed more methodically, and help 
the Memory, each Letter is dittinguifhed into 
two Ciafies. In the firft we have Examples of 
Words, in which the Letter remains the fame, 
whether it be the firft, fecond, or third in the 
Radix. The fecond exhibits the different Kinds 
and Forms of the Changes, of which the Nature 
of each Letter, or the Rule of the Dialed, -is 
fufceptible. Before he enters on the Confidera- 
tion of the Vowels and Points, our Author fhews 
that the rabic Letters were originally the fame 
in Number and Order with the Hebrew, and for- 
merly appear’d in a different Shape from thofe 
now extant; and makes fome judicious and learn- 
ed Obfervations for facilitating the Knowledge of 
the Difference or Conformity between the He- 
brew and drabic Vowels.

HE two former Volum es of this Work 
have laid “ Author open to Ob Djections of 

feveral Kinds; and while fome have own’d them 
felves at a Lofs to gue(s at his Religion, pen 
have made no Scruple of declaring he feems to 
have none, or at leatt that under the f{pecious Pre- 
tence of expofing the Weakneis or Vices of the 
Popes and the & 207m fh Clergy, he has endeavour’d 
to ridicule the Prietthood itfelf » and unhinge all 
ecclefiaftical Authority. This latter Charge might 
eafily be maintain’d againit him from innumera- 
ble Paffages in his Hittory. A foreign Journalitt 
haying taken the Freedom to examine fome of 
Ee 4 them 
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them with a juft Severity, the Author thought 
fit to prefix a long Letter to his third Volume; 
which he is fanguine enough to expect will pafs 
for an Apology for his Conduét, and a fufficient 
Juftification againft the Cenfures pafs’d on him. 

He is very angry with his anonymous Antago- 
nift for not allowing him to appear in Defence of 
the unfortunate, but innocent Neftorius, againft his 
Perfecutors; i.e. in more intelligible Terms, for 
not permitting him to defend an Herefiarch againft 
the Judgment and Cenfure of the General Coun- 
cil of Ephefus. Our Hiftorian maintains, that the 
Difpute between St. Cyril and that Patriarch turn’d 
only on Words and Phrafes, and that they were 
omg. agreed about the Deéctrine. This is 

ews indeed. His admir’d Author, Mr. Da Pin, 
will tell him another Story. In his Bibliotheque 
des Auteurs Ecclefiaftiques, he {pends fome Pages 
in fhewing that Nefforius was really in an Error, 
and that there were juft Grounds for condemning 
him; becaufe, while he pretended to acknow- 
ledge the intimate Union of the two Natures in 
Fefus Chrifty he would not allow of the Confe- 
quences refulting from fuch an Union, and made 
ule of Expreffions and Comparifons, which fpoke 
a bare moral Union; and obftinately rejected the 
Term ©¢ex@-, Aether of God, commonly ufed 
in the Church in his Time. 

But the Journalifi is difpleas’d with the Liber- 
ty taken of blafting the Charaéters of two Pre- 
lates, Pope Celeffin, and Cyril of Alexandria, whom, 
as he obferves, the Roman Church places among 
her Saints. To this the Hiftorian replies, that 
*¢ the Refpect, Veneration, and even the Wor- 
“¢ fhip which we pay to illuftrious Perfons de- 
$¢ ceas’d, are not decifive of their Sanétity in the 
¢ Judgment of learned and reafonable Men.” 
This 
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This indeed is a Point difputed among thofe in 
Communion with the See of Rome; and fome, 
who allow the Pope infallible in Decifions of 
Faith, do not compliment him with the fame Pri- 
vilege in Faéts not reveal’d; of which nature is 
the perfonal Sanctity of fuch as appear in the Ro- 
man Calendar. We are told, however, that “ all 
“¢ the World knows the Force of Money at Kome 
*© to procure a Canonization for Perfons whofe 
“¢ Lives have nothing to entitle them to that Ho- 
“ nour. It is well known too, fays he, that in 
*“ our Church, a zealous Defence of what we 
*¢ pompoufly call the Catholic Faith, and of ec- 
¢ clefiaftical Immunities, or, to {peak more pro- 
*¢ perly, of the Clergy’s Tyranny, are fufficient 
“© Recommendations on this Occafion.” It is 
not at all furprizing to find a Member of the Ga/- 
lican Church (for fuch he would be thought) ex- 
claiming againft the Avarice and Ambition of the 
Court of Rome in this and other Particulars. But 
the Terms our Church feem too large for one of 
that CharaGter; it being well known, that feve- 
ral Diocefes in France have Miffals and Breviaries 
peculiar to themlelves, in which no notice is ta- 
ken of many Saints canoniz’d at Rome. But what 
is all this to Celeftine and Cyril, who died fo long 
before the Practice of folemn Canonizations by 
the Pope was introduced? But it happens unlucki- 
ly for our Hiftorian, that the latter is canoniz’d 
by the Greek Church too, 7. e. his Name may be 
found in their Menologe on the oth of Fune, with 
a particular Commendation of his Conduct. 

Our generous Apologift for Ne/forius does not 
think his Credit perfeétly fecure, while the Coun- 
cil of Ephe/us is reckon’d a General one, and its 
Proceedings allow’d regular. He objeéts that 
only one Sefion was employ’d in examining bis Wri- 

tings 
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tings and thofe of Cyril, bearing of Witneffes and 
depofing bim: That Cyril prefided in that Ajembly, 
in the Quality of the Pope’s Legate; and thus was 
both Accufer and fudge: That be open’d it without 
(laying for the Eaftern Bifbops, ov the Legates of the 
Holy See, and the Prelates of the Weft: And that 
Cyril’s whole Behaviour plainly fhew'd him anima- 
ted only by Paffion and Prejudice. We then com- 
mends Mr. Js Pin for impartially expofing thefe 
Irregularities to the Eyes of the Public. A fu- 
perficial Reader, and one inclin’d to take his Word 
implicitly, would be apt to imagine that Mr. Dz 
Pin had deliver’d thefe as his own Sentiments; 
whereas, in reality, they are only fo many Ob- 
jections fairly laid down, with a View, as he tells 
us, of /hewiug that nothing that can be faid on this 
Occafion is unan{werable. In Oppofition to them, 
he maintains, that “ This Council was called in 
“¢ the ufual Forms; the Bifhops of all Countries 
“¢ were invited to it: That the Bifhops at Ephe- 
“¢ fus waited fome Days after that appointed for 
“¢ opening the Council; and did not proceed till 
“© they were affur’d that the Prelates expected 
“€ would foon arrive, and were willing they fhould 
*< begin without them: That it was lawful to 
“ begin without the Pope’s Legates, when the 
“© Day appointed was paft; and that on their Ar- 
“¢ rival they approved of all that had been done 
in their Abfence: That Neforius was cited 
three times, as the Canons direét; and that it 
was not neceflary, according to any Law of 
the Church, that thefe Citations fhould be made 
on feveral Days: That St. Cyril was actuated 
by Zeal, and not by Paflion; and that, though 
he had ‘fome Differences with Neffortus, that 
was no juit Objection againit his fitting as his 
Judge 1 : a Council, efpecially where the Faith 
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was concern’d; That Sentence was pronounc’d 
after Cognizance of the Caufe; and that we 
feldom find a longer Time allow’d in any of 
the ancient Councils for the Examination of 
one fingle Point of Faith.’ To all which he 


adds, that “ the following Councils, and the u- 


eG 
c¢ 


niverfal Church, have receiv’d the Council of 
Ephefus, and acknowledg’d it a General one.” 
Our Hiftorian had told his Readers, Zome I. 


.240, 241, that “ the Inhabitants of the Li- 


onnoife Gaul being much alarm’d by Fires and 
other Calamities, Mamert, Bifhop of Vienne 
in Dauphiny, had recourfe to Fafting and Pray- 
ers. It muitbe own’d, fays he, this was agreeable 
to the Spirit of the PrimitiveChurch. But I 
cannot entirely approve of the fuperftitious and 
periodical Practice of the Abftinence known 
among us by the Name of Rogations. Mamert 
had no Defign of laying the Faithful of other 
Countries under an Obligation of obferving 
what he introduced in his own Diocefe for the 
Neceffities of his Flock.” He complains that 


his Cenfor has mifunderftood him in this Pafiage. 
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The laft of thefe Phrafes, fays he, does not 
contain the Reafon why I condemn the Abufe 
mention’d in the preceding Sentence. It clears 
Mamert from the Charge of Superftition, and 
eftablifhing an Abufe, introduc’d and authori- 
zed in the Church without Neceflity. Ma- 
mert, {eeing the People of that Country hara{s’d 
with feveral Calamities, had recourfe to Faft- 
ing and Prayer. ‘This.is commendable. ‘The 
whole Church afterwards fubmitted to the fame 
Practice annually, without being in the fame 
unhappy Circumftances. 'Fhis is an Abufe and 
Supertftition.” 
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This Ac of Generofity exceeds that already 
mention’d; for certainly nothing but an Excefs 
of Good-nature could engage a Man to undertake 
the Defence cf one whom no one yet has blam/’d. 
What a prodigious Difcovery is it, that a /fingle 
private Bifbop had no Defign of making a Law for 
the whole Church! It is candidly own’d, that his 
Conduct was conformable to that of the firft 
Chriftians; but then the whole Church is guilty 
of Super/iition for adopting the Prattice, and fix- 
ing yearly Rogations. ‘The Reafon alledged to 
{upport this Charge is a very fingular one, viz. 
becaufe her annual Neceffities are not the fame. And 
here it might be ask’d, whether the Fruits of the 
Earth are not in fome Danger at that Seafon? 
Whether we have not ftill Reafon to apprehend 
ourfelves liable to the fame Scourges of the Di- 
vine Juftice, which were felt in Dauphiny in the 
middle of the fifth Century? And how our Au- 
thor would define Superftition, to make it include 
this religious Practice? 

But it may be farther obferv’d, that Rogations 
had been in Ufe long before Mamert’s Time ; that 
they had indeed been lefs frequent, and not ob- 
ferv’d with fo much Strictnefs and Devotion. So 
that the Bifhop of Viexne cannot be fo properly 
called the Founder of this Praétice, as the Refto- 
rer and Reformer of it; for which he is particu- 
larly commended by Sidonius Apollinaris, L. V. 
Ep. 14. and Z. VII. Ep. 1. Thefe are the moft 
confiderable Particulars which occur in the apo- 
logetical Letter. We now pafs on to the third 
and fourth Volumes of the Hiftory, where we 
fhall find our Author exaétly the fame as he has 
appear’d in the former Part of his Performance. 

Speaking of the Council held at Paris by Ex- 
genius UI. in 1147, for examining the re 
O

of Gilbert de Poirée, Bifhop of Poitiers, concern- 
ing the Trinity, he tells us * St. Bernard could 
“ not fail to intereft himfelf in that Affair, in 
Quality of Perfecutor by Office ; for, notwith~ 
“¢ ftanding the good Qualities of that holy Per- 
© fon, his Zeal infpired him with a little too 
“* much Jealoufy againft thofe, who acquired a 
“¢ Reputation for human Literature, Add to this, 
“ that being of a foft eafy Temper, he was fome- 
“© what too credulous, when any thing was of- 
“© fer’d to the Difadvantage of learned Men.” It 
is not our Bufineis nor Defign, to juftify that Ab- 
bot’s Conduct on all Occafions; but certainly he 
is mifreprefented inthis Place. Mr. Du Pin, whom 
our Author commends for purchafing the Cha- 
racter of an equitable Hiftorian, at the Expence 
of his own Eafe and Security, affures us, that 
St. Bernard's Learning and Virtue render’d him 
fo famous in the Church, that there was no Af- 
fair of Confequence in which he was not employ’d. 
And is it not more natural, as well as more cha- 
ritable, to fuppofe the Pope, who had been his 
Scholar at Clairvaux, and was well acquainted 
with his Merit and Abilities, commiffion’d him 
to difpute the Point with the Perfon accufed be- 
fore him, than that he officioufly intruded him- 
felf into that Office ? But our Hiftorian takes his 
Character of St. Bernard from Bayle’s Diétionary, 
which will not be univerfally admitted as proper 
Authority in Cafes of this Nature; though he 
feldom fails of quoting that worthy Writer, 
whenever he is difpofed to divert, rather than in- 
form his Readers. 

He tells us that Adrian 1V. was poffefs’d of fe- 
veral very good Qualities, but that his Morals 
changed with his Fortune: * For, fays he, he 
“¢ was the chief Author of the Schifm, with 

“ which 
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“© which Hiftory charges the Emperor.” Here 
now is a bold Stroke indeed. But he is refolved 
to jultify Frederic, or rather condemn the Pope, 
even though he owns the whole Current of Hi- 
ftory againft him. It will be natural here to’en- 
quire how he proves his Affertion. This is no 
hard Matter for a Man, who fits down contented 
with the Conjectures and Affirmations of an Au- 
thor, when they ferve his Turn, though he treats 
him with the utmott Contempt on all other Oc- 
cafions. Maimbourg, it feems, has inform’d the 
World, that during drian’s Pontificate there 
were two Parties in the Sacred College. The 
moft numerous of them acted openly againft Fre- 
deric, and was headed by Roland, Cardinal of - 
St. Mark. The other, fupported by Oéfavian, 
Cardinal of St. Cecilia, efpoufed the Caufe of that 
Prince. Thus far we are told no News; it being 
no uncommon thing to find a Majority in the 
Court of Rome favouring the Pope’s Pretenfions 
over the Titles and Temporalities of Princes. But 
Maimbourg adds, that ‘* the Pope, a little before 
“ his Death, being apprehenfive that if Odavian 
“ Should fucceed him, he would betray the Laws 
“¢ and Liberties of the Church in Favour of Fre- 
“ deric, cautioned thofe of the oppofite Party a- 
“¢ gainft chufing him or any of his Adherents, 
“¢ and advifed them to promote one, who fhould 
“© make a vigorous Oppofition to the Emperor’s 
“© unjuft Pretenfions.” An inguifitive Perfon 
would ask how Mr. Maimbourg came by this Piece 
of fecret Hiftory; though it is no Queftion, why 
our Writer takes it for a certain Fact. ** Purfu- 
“© ant to this powerful Recommendation, fays he, 
“© Roland was raifed to the Holy See, and took 
“© the Name of Alexander UI.” He tells us that 
“¢ moft of the Cardinals in the Conclave elected 

“¢ him, 
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“ him, and that the Choice was approv’d of by 
“a Part of the Clergy and People of Rome.” 
Had he been inclin’d to fpeak plainly, he would 
have inform’d his Readers that Alexander was cho- 
fen by 23 Cardinals; that Offavian, who call’d 
himfelf Viétor III, had but two Votes; and that 
he and his Succeffors, during the Schifm, were 
fupported chiefly, if not folely, by the Emperor ; 
as he is forced to confefs in the Sequel of his Ac- 
count. 

It is Matter of Surprize, to find our Hiftorian, 
who would willingly pafs for a good Catholic, on 
all Occafions {peaking with uncommon Tender- 
nefs of thofe, whom his own Church, if he is 
not a Proteffant, looks on as Heretics. Neither 
our Principles, nor the Nature of our Work, 
oblige us to juftify the fanguinary Proceedings ct 
Men in Power againft the Vaudois or Waldenfes 
in the 12th Century. We cannot think Violence 
a proper Inftrument for the Converfion or In- 
ftruétion of thofe who err, nor expreflive of the 
true Spirit of Chriftianity. Several grave Authors 
of the Romifh Perfuafion impeach them of main- 
taining that the Immorality of the Clergy deprives 
them of all minifterial Power. It appears e- 
ven from their own Hiftorian Perrin, as quoted 
by the Writer before us, that Peter Valdo and his 
Followers preached publickly, though mere La- 
ics, and obftinately perfifted in that Praétice, a- 
gainft the exprefs Prohibition of the Archbifhop 
of Lyons. We are not undertaking to enquire 
whether they were real Heretics or not; but 
muft obferve, that an impartial Hiftorian would 
have let his Readers know how the Charge was 
fupported againft them, as well as what might be 
urged in their Fayour, 
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But our Author lofes no Opportunity of ex- 
prefling his Fondnefs for Innovations and Irregu- 
larities. Inthe Life of Fohw XXII. we find the 
Emperor, Lewis of Bavaria, depofing that Pope 
by Virtue of a Law which he made for that pur- 
pofe, and fetting up Peter of Corbarioin his room, 
under the Appellation of Nicholas V. The Hifto- 
rian calls the Antipope a holy Man, and labours 
hard to place his Character in an advantagious 
Light, from the Teftimony of fuch Writers as 
had no [ntereft in commending him; but hap- 
pening to bea little impartial, he fpoils all, by a 
Paflage from Maimbourg, one of that Rank, who 
in the ftrongeft Terms condemns this old morti- 
fied Friar for his Ambition, and plunging blindly 
iuto @ horrible Schifia, as it was efteem’d by all the 
velt of the Chrifitan World. We then asks, what 
Regard ought to be had to thofe dazzling Appearan- 
ces of Mortification, Piety, aud Reformation? And 
concludes with this Reflection: “ If Humility 
“is wanting, the whole Edifice of pretended 
“© Chriftian Perfection fails to the Ground by the 
“ firft Blaft of Vanity and Ambition, when it 
*¢ finds an Opportunity of acting.” 

The Antipope, however, finding the Emperor 
had left Za/y, and was no longer in a Condition 
of efpoufing his Caufe, propoied to renounce his 
ill-grounded Pretenfions, and make his Peace with 
John; which was done at Avignon by ja folemn 
Abjuration, and formal Acknowledgement of his 
enormous Crimes, fuch as damnable Ambition, He- 
vefy, Calumny, plundering Churches, &c. excellent 
Ingredients ot the Character of a holy Man. 

In the fourth Volume, p. 467, we have a cu- 
rious Letter written by Luther in 1582, to Wil- 
liam Praweft, Paftor of the new Religion in the 


Dutchy of Hol/fein, of which our Hiftorian af- 
{ures 
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fures us he has the Original in that Herefiarch’s 
own Hand. As the Contents of it are fomething 
remarkable, and may be fuppofed to contain his 
real Sentiments at that time, we take the liberty 
of prefenting our Reader with it in Englifh. 

“ [ am fenfible, my dear Brother in Chrift, 
that feveral Scandals arife under the Pretext of 
the Gofpel, and that I am charged with them 
¢ all. But what can I do? Every one of the 
*¢ Perfons, who occafion them, imagines himfelf 
*¢ a hundred times more learned than me, and is 
“© not difpofed to liften to what I fay. I meet 
*¢ with as ftrong Oppofition from them, as from 
* the Pope. 1 condemn only fuch Ceremonics 
“¢ as are contrary to the Gofpel; I retain all the 
*¢ reft in my Church; where Baptifm is admi- 
*¢ nifter’d in the vulgar Tongue, but with all the 
** Ceremonies ufed before. I allow of Images in 
“ the Place of Worfhip, though a Set of hot- 
*¢ headed Perfons broke fome during my Abfence. 
“ I celebrate Mafs in the ufual Veftments, and 
“¢ with the accuftomed Ceremonies, with this 
“¢ Difference only, that I infert fome Canticles in 
*¢ the vulgar Tongue, and pronounce the Words 
of Confecration in the German Language. I 
*¢ do not pretend to abolifh the Latin Malt ; nor 
*¢ would ever have permitted it in any other Lan- 
“¢ guage, had I not been forced into that Com- 
€ pliance. In fhort, I have the utmoft Averfion 
*¢ for thofe who condemn indifferent Ceremonies, 
*¢ and change Liberty into Neceffity. On read 
“¢ ing my Books, you will find that I by no 
“© means approve of thofe Difturbers of the Peace, 
© who reject things that may be fuffer’d without 
“ any Crime. -I am not refponfible for their 
“© Madnefs, nor the Troubles which they raile. 
** For our Church, by the Grace of God, would 
DECEMBER 1733. rt *© enjoy 
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“ enjoy a perfect Tranquillity, were it entirely 
“¢ free trom the Troubles raifed in it by Carlofiad, 
“ before my Time. I exhort you all to be on 
“¢ your Guard againft Melchior, and take care that 
“ the Magittrate does not allow him to preach, 
“¢ even though he fhould produce the King’s 
“ Letter. He left us in a violent Paffion, becaufe 
“© we would not approve of his Extravagancies. 
“ He is neither called nor qualified for teaching. 
“ Exhort all our Brethren from me, to avoid 
‘¢ him, and oblige him to Silence. Adieu. Pray 
«© for me, and recommend me to my Brethren.” 
Having drawn that Friar’s Character in very 

{trong Terms, and reprefented him as a proud, 
infolent, and obftinate Incendiary, our Hiftorian, 
with his ufual Lenity, adds, “* We ought to de- 
6¢ fpife the Calumnies with which our bad Au- 
“© thors have attempted to blacken the Charaéter 
“ of this illuftrious Perfonage;” and refers his. 
Readers to Mr. Bayle’s Dictionary. According 
to our Writer, moft of the Decrees of the Coun- 
cil of Zrent refemble the ancient Oracles in a my- 
fterious Obfcurity; and Mr. Bofuet has given 
them fo plaufible a Turn, that the Simplicity of 
fome Proteftants has been impofed on fo far, as to 
take that Prelate’s Explications for the Do@trine 
of the Council. The Bifhop of Meaux’s Defign 
in his Expofition of the Doétrine of the Catholic 
Church was, as he affures us in his Introduétion, 
to explain what the Church has defined in the 
Council of Trent concerning the Points in Dif- 
pute between Roman-Catholicks and Proteftants. 
And a Brief of Pope Junocent XI. which appears 
at the End of that Work, declares it mot only 
worthy of his Commendation, but alfo to be univer- 
fally read and efteem’d. Weare not concern’d in 
the Merits of the Caufe; but cannot difmifs this. 
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Article without obferving, that the Hiftorian is 
extreme tender of admitting any Evidence urged 
againft {uch as have oppofed the Pope, the Court 
of Rome, or the Clergy, by fufpected Authors, 
or fuch as had an Intereit in afperfing the Perfons 
in quiftion ; but is not focautious when the oppo- 
fite Characters are in view. His Account of the 
Council of Trent is chiefly extracted from Father 
Paul, whom, Vol. 1V. p.600. he ranks with Dr. 
Burnet, among the greateft Enemies of the Popes 
and the Court of Rome. It is fomewhat furpri- 
zing, that a Gentleman, engaged in an Underta- 
king of this Nature, fhould be unacquainted with 
Du Pins Hiftory of the Council of Trent; and ftill 
more extraordinary, that one, who profeffes fo 
ftriét an Impartiality, fhould make no Ufe of that 
Work, if in his Hands. That Hiftorian obferves, 
in his Preface, that Father Pauls Defign feems 
to be to difcredit the Court of Rome; while Pal- 
lavicini \abours to turn every thing to the Advan- 
tage of the faid Court; and that He has endea- 
vour’d to avoid the Malice of the former, and 
the Prejudices of the latter. A Work like this, 
if well perform’d, would furnifh proper Materi- 
als for an impartial Writer. 

At the Beginning of every Century we have 
the Character of each refpective Age. That of 
the 13th is taken from Matthew Paris’s Defcrip- 
tion of the State of the Kingdom of England, 
where Ufury, Simony, Extortion and Violence 
reigned triumphant; Faith was entirely extin- 
guifhed, Charity loft, and Ecclefiaftical Liberty 
deftroy’d by the Papal Ufurpation. The Idea of 
the 14th is exhibited from a Book written by 
Robertus Gallus, whofe Authority is allow’d the 
more Weight, becaufe ke was a little vifionary, 
or very devour, after the manner of the Roman 

Ff 2 Saints. 
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Saints. He defcribes the Pope as a Serpent, rai« 
fing himfelf with extreme Pride, opprefling good 
Men, vilifying the glorious Name of Fe/us Chri, 
in order to exalt his own, and publifhing his own 
Elogium by the Mouths of the falfe Prophets, 
who furround him. He then relates two Vifions, 
one reprefenting the Roman Church, as a Head 
without Blood or Juices for the Prefervation of 
its Life: the other fignifying thofe curious and 
ufelefs Queftions which employ’d Men, while 
they neglected the true Nourifhment of the Soul. 

The Corruption of the Church in the fifteenth 
Century is defcribed by Clemangis, from whom 
we have an Extraét, fetting forth the Abufe and 
Mifapplication of the Church Revenues, and the 
Luxury, Pride, Avarice and Infolence of the 
Clergy. ‘“ Thefe Diforders, fays our Hiftorian, 
“¢ were carried to fuch an enormous Excefs in the 
“ 16th Age, that honeft Men, who groan’d un- 
6¢ der the Tyranny of Vice and Ignorance, fhook 
“6 off the Yoke at laft, and eftablifhed a new 
“ Doétrine, which they called Reformation. 
‘© This is the fame which fubfifts to this Day un- 
“¢ der the Appellations of Calvini/m and Luthe- 
8° yani[m. 

This Work was at firft defign’d to make only 
four Volumes; but the Bookfeller, having been 
deceived in the Calculation, ends the fourth with 
the Life of Pivs [V. and promifes the Public a 
fifth, which will compleat the whole.

The Htstory of the Royal Academy of Sci- 
ences, for the Year 1730, with Mathe- 
matical and Phyfical Memoirs for the fame 
Year, taken from the Regifters of the faid 
Academy. 


The Sequel of Article XXIX. 


N the Collection before us we have two Me- 
moirs of Mr. Nicole, in which he propofes 
and refolves feveral Queftions relating to Play. 
He divides all Games into two Sorts. The firft 
includes fuch as depend entirely on Chance, and 
in their Nature give one of the Parties concern’d 
an Advantage over the other, as Baffette, Pharaoh, 
Raffling, €@c. The fecond comprehends thofe, 
in which the Gamefters have an equal Chance, 
Ff 3 as 
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as Piquet, €?c. but their Strength or Degrees of 
Skill are different. 

Among the many Problems which might be 
propofed on each of thefe Species of Games, 
there are fome, fays our Academic, common to 
both; the greater Probability of winning may 
depend equally on the Nature of the Game, 
which gives the Advantage, or on a Superiority 
of Judgment in the Player. The Queftion here 
propofed is; Two Perfons play at any Game, for 
Example Piquet; one of them has a greater Pro- 
bability of winning than the other. It is asked, 
Whether, on their agreeing to play a certain 
Number of Parties, the better Player has always 
the fame Advantage over his Adverfary, or the 
fame degree of Probability of winning more Par- 
ties; or, fuppofing this Probability increafes, by 
what Law or Rule the faid Augmentation is 
made. The Problem in Form ftands thus: 


Two Perfons, whofe Force or Skill age as p to qy 
play a certain Number of Parties at Piquet: the 
Dueflion iss what Probability the better Gamefter 
has to win what is calld la Queue de Paris, and 
tubat Advantage he has. 


In order to folve this Problem, Mr. Nicole ob- 
ferves it will be neceflary to enquire, firft, what 
is the Gamefter’s Advantage in two Parties, and 
then fee what it is in four, fix, eight, ten, and 
fo on to the Number propofed. For, fays he, 
it is evident that in playing twelve Parties, his 
Chance muft depend on an Examination of the 
different poflible States of the Game during 
the whole Courfe of that Number; and that 
fome of thofe States are anfwerable to the Situa- 
tion in which the Gamefters wou’d be, if they 

play’d 
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play’d but two, four, fix, eight or ten Par- 
ties. 

The Calculation being made by Algebraical 
Equations, it is concluded that if the Strength or 
Skill of the Players is as ¢ to 4, the fuperior 
Gametter will have in two Parties the Advantage 
of only the ninth Part of what is laid down ; and 
that this Advantage is enhanced to fomewhat 
more than two thirds of the Stakes, when they 
play twenty-four Parties. So that, on this Sup- 
pofition, the two Gamrfters ftaking each nine 
Louis d’Ors for what is term’d Ja Queue de Paris, 
the weaker makes his Antagonift a Prefent of 6 
Louis, 13 Livres, and 2 Deniers. 

This is follow’d by two Remarks, and two 
Corollaries from the Operation. 

This Memoir was read in the Academy on the 
11th of February; and on the 2oth of the follow- 
ing Month, Mr. Nicole produced a fecond, in 
which he propofes a Method for determining the 
Chances of any Number of Gamefters, and the Ad- 
vantage of fome of them over the reft, when the 
Oueftion is, who foall win moft Parties in a certain 
Number agreed on. Our ingenious Academic be- 
gins with the fame Analytical Method, which he 
had obferved in his former Memoir ; but the great 
Complication of Cafes to be examined, and the 
Multitude of Equations to be employ’d in the 
Calculation, oblige him to take a different Courfe 
in the Sequel, and proceed in a much more fim- 
ple manner, which will give Satisfaction in all 
poflible Cafes. This is perform’d by the Soluti- 
on of two Problems, the former of which fup- 
pofes two, the latter four Perfons engaged. Every 
one, who is pleas’d to caft his Eye on this Piece, 
mutt be fenfible that it will not admit of an Ex- 
tract. 
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In the hiftorical Part of the Work before us 
we have a Colleé&tion of Obfervations made on 
the Northern Light, called by our Virtuofi uro- 
va Borealis, or the Northern Morn. Mr. Bouillet, 
a Correfpondent of the Academy faw it at feven 
in the Evening on the fixth of March, when it 
appear’d of a fine red, fomewhat more than 20 
Degrees above the Horizon ; but it difappear’d 
on the rifing of the Moon at 7° 30’. A ftronger 
Light, or a more fingular Nature, was obferved 
in the Evening of the oth of O€ffober, by Mr. 
Caffini in Picardy, and Mr. de Mairan at Breuil- 
pont. ‘The latter of thofe Gentlemen, who be- 
gan his Obfervation at eight, found it in the Place 
where the Northern Light ufually appears, and of 
the fame Colour and Form; 7. e. without Irradi- 
ations and Columns. It arofe from the Pleiades, 
was between 9 and 10 Degrees' long, extended 
horizontally toward the South, and 4 Degrees 
broad. About 7 or 8 Minutes after it broke into 
two luminous Ovals, inclining to the Horizon, 
each of them between 1y and 18 Degrees in 
Length, and ¢ or 6 in Breadth; the former faw 
it in this State at 7° 20’. The Light of thefe two 
Ovals grew faint, they changed their Figure, and 
totally difappeared a little after nine. Mr. de 
Mairan had a View of the fame Phznomenon at 
103 or 113 which was then weak, but in its na- 
tural Situation, under the Pole Star. It was con- 
tiguous to the Horizon, without the [nterpofi- 
tion of any dark Clouds; it decreas’d gradually 
till toward Midnight, at which time the Obfer- 
vator left it. 

Father Rouché, a Francifcan, who by the Rules 
of his Order ought to have been otherwife em- 
ploy’d at that time, obferved the fame at Pozstiers 
from 8 to 9 the fame Evening, in almoft the fame 
Part 
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Part of the Heavens, though in a different Shape. 
It was at firft a Semicircle, whofe Diameter was 
parallel to the Horizon, and 20 Degrees long. 
This Semicircle was afterwards divided into two 
{mall ones, contiguous at their Diameters. Thefe 
being foon united, form’d almoit a compleat Cir- 
cle. The whole was very white, and moved 
flowly. 

Thefe Obfervations are follow’d by an Account 
of a Southern Light, which was feen at Beziers 
by Meflieurs Bouillet and Aftier, three quarters of 
an-Hour after Sun-fet. It began in the Weit, 
pafs’d eaftward by the Tail of Pi/ces, arofe to- 
ward the Zenith as far as the Eye of Zaurus, and 
ended at Leo. This Light form’d a fort of Zone 
about 10 Degrees broad; and its greateft Height 
was ¢2 above the Horizon. It was very red, and 
the Stars appeared through it. Beyond this was 
a Zone of palifh Light, almofl contiguous to it, 
eaftward, which feparated farther from it, as it 
went fouthward. Under this pale Light was a 
dark Cloud, extended to the Horizon, the other 
Parts of the Heavens continuing very clear and 
ferene. Thefe two Perfons, having Bufinefs on 
their Hands, could not continue their Obferva- 
tions beyond 8 3. 

This Article concludes with an Acknowledg- 
ment, that thefe Phenomena have appear’d with 
a puzzling Variety of Circumftances and Acci- 
dents; and an Affurance, that Mr. de Mairan has 
undertaken to reduce the whole to a regular Sy- 
ftem, which the Public may expect foon. 


Mr. Boulduc propofes a new Method for ma- 
king the Corrofive Sublimate by a more fimple O- 
peration than has hitherto been ufed. That 
Gentleman owns the Memoirs of the Academy 

have 
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have already propofed a greater Variety of Man- 
ners, than are to be found in any French or Latin 
Chymical Book, with which he is acquainted. 
But to prevent Impoftures, and the pernicious 
Confequences refulting from bad Preparations, 
our Academic wifhes all, who are engaged in 
vending Medicines, would be at the Pains of 
drawing this with their own Hands. 

The moft receiv’d Practice is to mix Mercury, 
diffolved by Aqua fortis, and reduced to aCryftal, 
or evaporated till it is dry, with calcin’d Vitriol, 
and common Salt dried by Fire, and force this 
Compofition into a Phial by a proper Fire. Mr. 
Boulduc obje&s againft this Method, that the 
etqua fortis diffolving the Mercury, and exhaling 
from the Neck of the Phial, when fet on the 
Fire, emits difagreeable and even noxious Vapouts : 
that the glafs Phials frequently break in the Ope- 
ration; and the three Salts employed on this Oc- 
cafion, forming a large Volume, the Fire is 
{carce able to penetrate them fufficiently, fo that 
the Mafs remaining at the bottom, as a Caput 
mortuxm, is feldem entirely clear’d of the Mer- 
cary. 

To avoid thefe Inconveniencies, Mr. Boulduc 
propofes a more commodious and fhorter way of 
proceeding, after having practifed it fome Years 
with Succefs, On as many Pounds of Quickfl- 
ver as he defigns to ufe at once, he pours an equal 
Quantity of ftrong Oi/ ef Vitricl, drawing off 
the Phlegm and acid Parts. 

This Oil, with the Affiftance of the Fire, dif- 
folves the Mercury, and both together compofe a 
very white Mafs, which he diftils till it is dry. 
Taking this Mafs out of the Retort, he imme- 
diately mixes it with an equal Quantity of the 
whitett common Salt, dried in a warm place. This

Mixture is forced by the Fire into a Phial fixed 
in Sand. At firft he obferves a little Moifture in 
the Neck of the Phial, and the Paper Stopper 
is bearded with little Strings or Cryftals. He 
then increafes the Fire, and removes the Sand 
from about the Belly of the Phial, as he obferves 
the Sublimate fixing to it, and augmenting. As 
foon as he perceives no farther Sublimation, he 
takes away all the Sand, and withdraws the Vef- 
fel, while red hot, that the cold Air may break 
it. 

This Operation produces a white cryftalline 
Sublimate, which on the Sides of the Veffel is 
thick and compa, and in the Infide mixed with 
Cryftals in the Form of Plates; the Mafs at the 
Bottom is a Powder, eatily feparated from the 
Glafs. The Remainder of this Memoir is em- 
ploy’d in explaining the Ufefulnefs and Security 
of the Method here propofed.
